Canada In World Markets 


Under normal circumstances the people of Western Canada could. hardly | 
be expected to take more than a passing intefest in the result of Reneral 
elections held. in European countries, outside the British Isles, but the-recent 


elections in Germany and France are likely to have a rather direct bearing | ; 


on this Pomihion. In fact, no other happenings of reeent date are so full of 
promise for a general betterment of World conditions. 

The answer given by the people of Germany at the ballot box was detid- 
edly in favor of acceptance of the plan drawn up by the Dawes Commission 
for a settiemet of the German. reparations problem, and, inasmuch das this 
plan had previously been approved by the Allied Great Powers, the way is 
now open for a satisfactory adjustment of the outstanding difficulty which 
has hindered a restoration to normal peace conditions. The answer. of the 
German electors is a distinct rebuke to the old monarchist diehards of the 
type of General Ludendorff, 

Equally important and re-accuring was the defeat of the Poincare Minis- 
try of France, and the election of a substantial majority of deputies who, it is 
believed, favor a less drastic and uncompromising policy than the one Poin- 
care insisted must be carried through to. the bitter end. In a word, the elec- 
tion gives evidence of a greater spirit of moderation in French views, and the 
result is weleomed ‘in Great Britain as —paving the way for an improvement 
in international relations, and as strengthening the hands of those who are 
striving jor the maintenance of peace through honorable and sensible com- 
promises. 

If. these two elections facilitate a settlement of the vexatious reparations 
questions, and result in a lessening of the hostility between Germany and 
France, they will prove to have been red Jetter days Jn history, Canada 
stands to bnefil enormously from a settlement of Europe's political and econ- 
omit dificulties. The development of world trade on a scale more nearly 
approaching war days would result in a revival of industrial activity in Great 
Britain, increased shipping, and a rapid lessening of unemployment. With 
British and continental markets restored to normal the old demand for Can- 
adian grain, cattle and other products would be largely increased: The de- 
pression would be dissipated, and with better markets should come better 
prices. . 

Possibly nothing could bettermillustrate just what the depressed condi- 
tion of Europe means te the ‘Canadian farmer than a study of Canada’s ex- 
ports of wheat flour. In 1921 Canada exported 6,017,032 barrels of flour, the 
smallest quantity since the year following the outbreak of the war. But | 
these. six million odd barrels were valued at $66,520490, or approximately 
$11.00 a barrel. | During the past twelve months: Canada exported almost 
twice as much flour, 11,714,929 barrels to be exact, but the value was only 
$62,783,158. . In other words, the»flour was werth less one-half as much as 
three years ago. And this great reduction Tfwalue is largely represented in | 
the decline in the price of wheat paid by the millers to the farmers. 

With a settlement of Europe'stroubles, renewed industrial_and commer- 
cial activity there, and lessened unemployment, the depreciated currencies of | 
Europe will rise in value, and with that rise the purchasing power of the

Animals Stage Fight 


Timber Wolf Kills Bull Moose After 
Chase and Battle 

The story of a terrific battle be- 
tween a-bull moose and a timber wolf, 
which proved fatal to the former is 
told by Provincial Constabte A. F. Sin- 
clair, of Lucerne, in a letter to officials 
at Prince Rupert. 

While ‘traversing’ the woods near 
Yellowhead Lake, B.C., Mr. Sinclair 
witnessed the struggle and shot the 
which had been mortally 
wounded by the wolf. 

Apparently the moose had been 
chased for miles by the .wolf.. Be- 
coming fatigued, the larger animal fell 
down a mountain side into a cul-de- 
sac and turned to fight. (The moose 
was able to keep the aggressor off for 
some time, but was finally so badly 


| lacerated that the officer considered it

Fewer Divorces In ‘Canada 


Figures Show Slight Decrease In.1923 
Over Preceding Years 

Figures compiled by the Dominior 
Bureau of Statistics show a slight de- 
crease in ‘the number of divorces 
granied in Canada in 923. Where- 
_as in 1921, 548 divorces were granted 
in the Dominion, the second largest 
number on record, the figure for 1923 
shows a decrease of 39, or Me" per 
cent. to 505. 

In explanation of the, surprising in- 
crease from the 67 divorces granted 
in 1916 to 548 in 1921, emphasis is 
laid on two main causes: : 

(1)—The unseifling. psychological 
effects of the war period, combined 
with the long, separations, and 

(2)—Phe provision of new facilities 
for divorce resulting from a‘ decision 

_ of the Imperial Privy Council in 1918, 
which enables the courts of the prairie 
provinces to grant divorcees where pre- 
viously an act of parliament had been 
necessary. : =

Milking By Machine 
Has Many Advantages Over the Hand- 
~ Milking Method 
A. special circujar on thé milking 
macliine issuéd by the Dominion Ex- 
perimental Farms, states-that the ex- 
perience of sn ever-increasing ‘num- 
‘ber of praciical farmers, coupled with 
that of a number of the experimental 
farms and-stations, goes to prove that 
the machines are decidedly advantag- 
eous. Three years’ experience. blso 
shows that the cows do ‘off any 
more quickly than when milked by 
hand. Some of the advantages of the 
machine are: That it is a partial so- 
ution of the labor problem; that. ft 
takes the place of a hired man; that 
it is always ready for work; 
work is noted for uniformity; 
one man with a machine can do the 
work of three .aen at hand-milking; 
that the cost of milking fs reduced; 
that much of the drudgery of the farm 
is eliminated, and that if the machine 
fs kopt clean the milk will be as good, 
or-beiter, than that produced by band- 
milking. Old cows used to hand-milk- 
ing may object to the machine, but 
helfers take to it readily Stripping 
by band after taking the machine off 
Ts advised. The operator must be 
quick and quiet, have an eye for de- 
tails, and know the machine-and the 
cows. :

| Alberta Takes the Lead in Three 
Prairie Provinces 
Farmers of the prairie prov inces re- 
ceived an aggregate income of $381,- 
600,647 on imports from’ their. farms 
as a result of 1923 operations. 
According to official figures the far- 


;mers of Manitoba were the recipients) 


of a total income of $86,228,593; Sas 
katchewan farmers, $171,557,750; 
while Alberta farmers received’ $223,- 
814,304. ; 
Sale of their wheat brought the far- 
mers by far the greatest proportion on 
their income on farm exports. Sas- 
Katchewan, leads the way in the ex- 
ports of wheat, selling 210,000,000 
bushels at an average price of 65 
cents a bushel, Alberta folftowed 
closely with the largest wheat crop 
in the history of the province, dispos- 
ing of 197,265,084 bushels at 65 cents 
a bushel.’ Manitoba farmers were 
paid an-average price -of 67 cents a 
bushels for their wheat, selling 32,- 
804,000 bushels during the year, 
Though Saskatchewan 
larger total return on its wheat pro- 
duction than the other provinces, 
value received on this commodity rep- 
resents nearly 80 per cent. of the Sas- 
katchewan farmers’ total income for 
their farm products. On the other 


land wheat contributed less than 50) 


per cent. of the Alberta farmers’ in- 
tome and about 36 per cent. of Mani- 
toba’s. 

Alberta takes a long Jead in the sale 
of oats by exporting 144,977,300 bush- 
els which represents several million 
dollars more than the combined re- 
eeipts of the farmers of Manit®a and 
Saskatchewan tor this grain, Albetta 
was also in the lead for the sale of 
fodder crops, receiving more than $12,- 
500,000 for the sale of hay and clover 
alone, a figure which is not nearly 
equalled by ‘her sister provinces, 

In the sale of- dairy products and 
livestock the Alberta farmers netted 
more than the teceipts of {he Saskat- 
chewan and Manitoba farmers com- 
bined incomes in this department,

Income Tax Figures 


Amount of Tax Pald by Farmers 
Shows Heavy Decline 

Some interesting figures concerning 
the income tax have been tabled in 
the house. Since its inception the in- 
come tax has. contributed to the pub- 
lic treasury somé $2156,000,000. Be- 
ginning with about $9,500,000 in the 
fiscal year 1918-19, it gradually In- 
creased year by year and reached the 
peak of $78,500,000 in 1921-1922. 

In the fiscal year 1922-1923 it drop- 
ped to $59,750,000. Figures for .the 
last fiseal year dre not available. 

Income tax collected from agrarians 
is included in these figures. but after- 
wards they are analyzed Separately. 
Some of the provinces show that col- 
lections, from this class. of citizen 
fluctuatyl considerably. puanatene,| 
wan farmers paid $572,055 in 1921-1922)

Alberta farmers began with $179,389; 
and dropped to $94,846. Farmers of

Canada's public purse has bene- 
fitted to the tune of $192,334,507 from 
the business profits tax since its in- 
ception in 1917 and up to March 31, 
1924. It reached its peak, in 1920 
when $44,145,184 was paid On this ac- 
count and it touched its lowest. point 
in the fiseat-year just closed when 
$4,752,680 was the amount paid by 
Canadian business under this. head. 
The figures are given in a_ return 
tabled in the House of Commons.
